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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

L Color photographs and color drawings are not accepted unless a petition filed under 37 
CFR 1.84(a)(2) is granted. Any such petition must be accompanied by the appropriate fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(h), three sets of color drawings or color photographs, as appropriate, and, 
unless already present, an amendment to include the following language as the first paragraph of 
the brief description of the drawings section of the specification: 

The patent or application file contains at least one drawing executed in color. Copies of this patent or patent 
application publication with color drawing(s) will be provided by the Office upon request and payment of the 
necessary fee.

Rettich discloses a cam v" adjustable using a single screw j". 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Colina, Maas, Klicak, Rigal, Trump, Young, and McFarland disclose cams 
adjustable by screws or bolts. Cheeks, Aslanian, Smith and Manor disclose plug valves with 
cams adjusted by screws.
